And Garland added that vehicle 
owners of this area who have not 
done so should go to the nearest 
office of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles at once before the final 
rush and apply for 1946 registra- 
To do this they will 
present the 1945 Registration Card 
(white slip) and the amount of 
the fee as shown on the lower left 
hand corner of the card. 


If impossible to make a trip to 
the nearest Department office, reg- 
istration renewal may be had by 
mail by forwarding the Registra- 
tion Card and a bank, postal or 
express money order or certified 
check for the amount of the fee 
to Sacramento or the nearest cer- 
tificate issuing office of the depart- 
ment. Such applications will be 
honored if postmarked no later than 
midnight of February 4th.

Veterans who have been wounded, 
gassed, or disabled in any degree 
while serving in the armed forces 
during time of war are eligible for 
membership in the D. A. V. Veterans 
of all wars are members.
